New York, March 26. . 

J. Arthur Rank, British movie 
maxnute who scared Hollywoud 
into a near depression, said to- 
day that he expected the breach 
between the two industries 
would be healed when the 
Anglo-America Film advisory 
Council held its first meeting in 
Washington next month. 

“When reasonable people sit 
nround a table, they usunily come 
te a reasonable agreement," said 
Mr. Rank in -an interview aboard 
the Hner Queen Elizabeth. 

Hollywood’s retaliation against 
the high- British film quota has 
iciven, the British Industry into 
a slump, although Mr. Rank said 
his box office receipts were only

peak.

Much of the world’s loveliest 
music has been written with a view 
to the human volce being the 
medium to be adopted in its produ 
tion. It may be that the voice, being 
a gift of Nature and unaided by 
mechanical or subsidiary means, 1s 
so gifted as to endow music with 
same magical quality derived from 
the very fact of the voice being the 
agent of production. 

In other words, there is, in a_well- 
trained natural voice, same latent 
quality Inherent In the voice calculated 
to endow a particular piece of music 
with a charm which would otherwise 
be lacking. Or again, it may operate 
In obverse fashion, that is to say, the 
fact of the voice being the Instrument 
Inspires the composer to write music 
with a special allty which might 
otherwise be lacking. 

The truly pgrent singer recognises—- 
and that, gladly — the responsibility 
which is his In being endowed with the 
Incomparable ylft of a lovely voice. 
Equally as much as the truce surgeon 
devotes -his life and professional. cap- 
nbilitles under the oath of Hippocrates 
to the alleviation of mortal suffering, 
so jig a true artists committed to a 


* Wfetime'’s devotion to his art. 


‘The Golden Age of Singers is gener- 
ally spoken of as roughly — coinciding 
with the 19th Century, In those 
spacious years, such names as Chris- 
ting Nillson, Patti, the de Reske Bro- 
thers, Nordica, David Bispham and 
Jenny Lind were house-hold words tn 
the operatic world. Of these Jenny 
Lind is almost a legendary = figure. 
She died (if my memory fs not at fault) 
fn 1832, so that nothing exists whereby 
her voice ts left on tecord for posterity 
I remember a Grace Moore film 
nbout Jenny Lind in the mid-1930's. It 
was a thoroughly enjoyable film, al- 
though I doubt whether it professed to 
tell an authentic story of her Iife. 
Graca Moore, however. possessed a 
lovely voice and” singin, 
atla from Bellint’s .

Edwardian Era 

For some reason, there exists a stub- 
born belief that never again will the 
Golden Ago of singers (and incidental- 
Iy, opera) be with us again, As re- 
furds opera Itsctf, I do believe, un- 
happily, that the ‘ebullience and .gran- 
deur of the Edwardian era are—like 
sandal-wood and the Minuet—relles of 
a by-gone age. “Other times. other, 
customs” truly seems to apply in this 
respect. ~ : 

But os regards tho singers. I see no 
reason to betieve that the present can- 
not equal the past. No one ever states 
grounds for this bellef of failure to 
compare with the Edwardlans. They 
make it ay a statement, and heave 
nostalgic sighs for “tha good old days.” 
conveniently turning a biind and 
rheumy eye to tho plethora of modern 
singers so nobly carrying on (dare I 
say, in same cases. surpassing?) the 
traditions of the past. . . 

Evidence you wont? Without even 
thinking, one can name_ Gigli, Fing- 
stead, Cortls, Cebotari, Glannini, Lem- 
nitz, Kipnis, Ouegin, R Bjorling. 
and our own Eva Turner. Many more 
artistes there are today who are more 
than capable of being matched with the 
Bordicas and Melbas of the past. 

Tho gramophone — cataloguex—as_ TI 
am sure I have noted. before—-contain 
many gems from opera and lieder by 
famous singers.

The first stage of the European In- 
ternational matches, to find the best 
team to represent this country, has 
ended. Three teams syed in theses 
matches. Team A teat B by 29 points; 
B beat C by 50 points, a more con- 
vincing victory. From these two results 
we would expect A to beat C by a 
decisive margin, but the actual result 
(12 points to A) was indecisive, 


The selectors have now to analyse 
the records of all the hands Played and 
in addition have to be guided by tHe 
criticisms of co-opted exports, who also 
witnessed tho matches, in onder to dis- 
cover and eliminate weak elements 
from their selected team. Last year’s 
European champion team, which roe 
celved a bye in this first stage, will then 
have to play the committee’s selected 
cam.
